Fire Discipline in Stables; 
A Blur in a Historic Photo 


New 

The fire which occurred the night before 
Belmont opened has started a good deal of 
activity. as you'd expect. It’s the regular 
pattern; first you have your catastrophe, 
and then you start thinking. That’s better 
than nothing, I guess. 

On request of the trainers at Belmont. 
the grounds are being supervised more 
closely, it says here. I see. for instance. 
long black limousines being stopped and 
checked at the stable gate. and I put 
away the reflection that the people the 
trainers are trying to keep out seldom 
arrive in black limousines. It is. in fact. 
a good idea to check everybody. But I 
wonder what happens at night. 

This tourist lived, on and off, for two 
years within the Belmont Park stable en- 
closure, and came and went, both on foot 
and by car, without ever answering any 
questions. At night. in a lighted room, a 
man did what I suppose were cross-word 
puzzles as I drove in; he could have told 
no more than that a car went past. Up 
the line a little there was a small gate, 
not wide enough for an automobile, which 
had no supervision at all. I can’t answer 
for all the other entrances to the park. but 
what it amounted to was that a man who 
came in freely at the appointed places 
might conceivably be stopped and identi- 
fied. and that anyone who wanted to enter 
unseen could do it easily. 

The “hill.” where the two fires occurred 
this year, was in the evenings a center of 
what. out of regard for postal regulations. 
we will call social activity. Grooms like 
company. it seems, and my limited observ- 
ation was that they liked it to come from 
the opposite sex. Fundamentally I think 
they were right—men get dull, sometimes 
—and a lady with two drinks in the hatch 
has more of a tendency to brighten up an 
evening. But it didn’t seem exactly good 
for some millions of dollars worth of 
horses, 

Some of this the track could stop—not 


all of it. Belmont is too big to be pa- 
trolled completely. I hope it does what it 
can, but the matter doesn’t end here. 


EFFORT. A point to be remembered is 
that Belmont has done about all it can. 
That the fire last June didn’t cost more 
horses was because the fire was checked 
by a fire-wall built into the stable. As that 
stable is being rebuilt. brick rooms for 
living quarters are going into the middle. 
so a fire could not possibly sweep the en- 
tire stable before horses at one end were 
removed. When it was legally possible to 
build. Belmont put up two excellent new 
stables. with reasonably fireproof quarters 
for stablemen at each end, on the theory 
that few fires start because a horse has 
got either drunk or sleepy and dropped 
off with a cigarette. Whenever a_black- 
smith shop or tack room is rebuilt between 
the stables. it has a way of turning up 
with a few rooms for grooms. 
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Belmont also experimented with a fire 
alarm. The idea was to put a series of 
holes. near the top of the stalls, all the 
way through the stables, with an electric 
eye at one end. Anything like a curl of 
smoke would break the beam, and set off 
the alarm. It didn’t work and maybe you’d 
like to know why. It didn’t work because 
smoke from cigarettes the grooms were 
smoking while they mucked out the stalls 
kept breaking the beam. 


AND SO. The conclusion here is that 
trainers at Belmont are entirely right in 
asking the track to do everything it can 
to watch who comes into the stable area, 
and to exercise more vigilance than it has 
been doing. Possibly something more could 
be done with fire extinguishers, though 
track managers have sometimes complained 
to me that. if they mount extinguishers in 
easy reach, the stables nearly always go 
off with them when they ship out. 

But the fundamental is stable discipline. 
Personally, when I go under a man’s shed, 
I throw away my cigarette. and I don’t 
light another until I get out. But many a 
trainer, showing me his horses. has walked 
into the stall with a cigar or cigarette in 
his mouth. In itself this isn’t too bad; 
fires don’t start while you’re there looking 
at them. But the trainer can’t expect his 
help to do any better, in his absence, than 
he does himself. I suggested several years 
ago that anyone found smoking in a stable 
be called before the stewards and fined, 


‘but nothing came of it. 


This has no especial reference to the 
recent fire at Belmont. There’s no evidence 
that it started from a cigarette, or any 
sort of negligence. It has reference, in- 
stead. to the next potential fire, at Bel- 
mont or elsewhere. It is completely proper 
for the trainers to request, and to raise 
blue hell if refused, that the tracks where 
they stable make every possible effort. But 
after that, it’s up to them to make every 
possible effort themselves. And I should 
guess that step one would be to throw out 
on his coveralls any groom, or visitor for 
that matter, found smoking in the stable. 

And as a man who has burned up four 
mattresses. and made holes in innumerable 
sheets and pillow cases. to say nothing of 
the seat of one automobile and _ several 
suits, I think that here, at least, I know 
what I’m talking about.

In response to inquiries as to the recommended 
time for beginning to vaccinate broodmares against 
equine virus abortion, and the recommended dosage, 
Dr. E. R. Doll, of the Department of Animal Pathol- 
ogy of the University of Kentucky, recently sug- 
gested the following: 

Vaccination against equine virus abortion should 
begin during the latter part of September or early 
in October. A series of three doses of vaccine is 
suggested. Each dose consists of 5 cubic centimeters 
of the virus abortion vaccine prepared by the Uni- 
versity. It is administered subcutaneously, at inter- 
vals of 60 days. If the series of vaccinations is begun 
in late September or early October, the three inocu- 
lations should carry most mares through March or 
April, when the majority of foals are born. A fourth 
dose may be given to late-foaling mares, though it is 
not desirable to vaccinate mares which are within 
two or three weeks of foaling, unless the danger of 
infection from equine virus abortion is known to 
exist. 


Recommended Procedure for Equine Abortion Vaccination 


Up until last year. the standard recommended 
vaccination procedure consisted of administering 
three one-half cubic centimeter doses of vaccine, 
given intradermally at weekly intervals, beginning 
early in the fall. 


The new vaccination procedure was evolved from 
experiments with six different dosages used on 756 
mares last year. The experiments showed that the 5 
cubic centimeter doses of vaccine, given subcutane- 
ously, give a better antibody response than smaller 
doses given intradermally. The optimum dosage ap- 
pears to be 5 cubic centimeters. No apparent advant- 
age was gained through using larger doses. The vac- 
cine now being used is prepared from the lungs of 
aborted fetuses. Lung tissue appears to contain more 
virus than liver tissue, Dr. Doll said. 


Research conducted on the mares last year, pro- 
viding the basis for the present recommended vaccin- 
ation procedure, was conducted under the auspices 
of the Grayson Foundation.

Although Greek Ship’s retirement from racing 
has been announced, the Brookmeade Stable star 
has not shown any sign of relaxing. In Atlantic 
City’s All American Handicap he won first place 
and $19,450. which put him in 42nd place on the 
list of leading American money winners, with a 
lifetime total of $305,550. The son of *Heliopolis 
had won the 1951 All American Handicap by set- 
ting a track record of 2:014% for the ten fur- 
longs. 

Going to the front soon after the start of the 
1952 version of the All American Handicap, Greek 
Ship withstood a bid by Busanda on the back- 
stretch and Joey Boy’s challenge on the stretch 
tun to win by a half-length. Joey Boy finished 
almost a length in front of High Dive, which 
had loomed as a contender at the head of the 
stretch. Joey Boy and High Dive. both 4-year-olds, 
received 10 pounds and 11 pounds, respectively, 
from the 5-year-old Greek Ship. 

At $23,000. Greek Ship was the highest priced 
yearling by *Heliopolis in the 1948 auctions where 
he was purchased by Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s 
Brookmeade Stable. Paying for himself at two 
by winning the Wakefield, the Flash. and the 
Mayflower Stakes. he earned an allotment of 120 
pounds for the Experimental Free Handicap. 

Greek Ship’s 3-year-old season proved to be

even better financially. He won the Louisiana 
Derby, the Metropolitan and the Monmouth Handi- 
caps, the Choice Stakes, and the Empire City Gold 
Cup. Last year, besides his victory in the All 
American Handicap, his only stakes placing was 
a third in the Gallant Fox Handicap. From 15 
starts of 1952 in stakes races, Greek Ship has 
Victories in the Royal Palm, the Ocean City. and 
the All American Handicaps, and the Atlantic 


City Turf Handicap, in which he set a new track 
record. He placed second in the Widener, the 
New Orleans, and the Excelsior Handicaps; and 
ran third in the Questionnaire, the Saratoga, and 
the Absecon Island Handicaps. This year the 
Brookmeade horse was tried at grass racing for 
the first time. He responded with victories in the 
Ocean City and Atlantic City Handicaps. and was 
third in the Absecon Island Handicap. The cover 
drawing was made by Allen F. Brewer Jr. Joe 
Culmone is the jockey.

The 83rd running of the Jerome Handicap, third 
oldest: stakes race in American racing, gave Tom 
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Fool his second stakes victory of the season and 
raised his earnings for the year to an even $50,000. 
After winning $155.960 and the 2-year-old cham- 
pionship of 1951, Tom Fool was hampered by an 
attack of coughing which interrupted his 3-year-old 
campaign after he ran second in the Wood Me- 
morial Stakes. Since returning to racing he won 
the Wilson Stakes and ran third in the Travers 
Stakes. prior to winning the Jerome. It has been 
reported that Tom Fool cast himself in his stall 
the night before the Jerome and in doing so he 
rapped a hock which has swelled slightly. That was 
given as the reason for not starting him in the 
Lawrence Realization. 


Tom Fool started alertly in the Jerome Handi- 
cap. and forced the pace set by Quiet Step for 
the first three-fourths of a mile. Going to the front 
at the stretch turn, the son of Menow pulled away 
to a seven-length win, while the longshot Marcador 
and the favored Mark-Ye-Well battled for second. 
Marcador had a neck’s advantage at the end of the 
mile race and Mark-Ye-Well was more than a 
length in front of Quiet Step. The top-weighted 
Mark-Ye-Well, making his first start on an eastern 
track after winning three consecutive stakes events 
at Chicago, was giving ten pounds to Tom Fool and 
19 pounds to Marcador. 


The Jerome marked the first time since April 
23, when Bubbley ran second in the second divi- 
sion of the Lafayette Stakes at Keeneland, that a 
Ben Jones-trained horse had failed to win when 
entered in a stakes event. Since that time Hill 
Gail has won the Kentucky Derby and the Derby 
Trial; Real Delight has won the Kentucky and 
the Coaching Club American Oaks, the Black-Eyed 
Susan, the Cleopatra, and the Arlington Matron 
Stakes, the Modesty. the Beverly, and the second 
division of the Beldame Handicaps; Bubbley has 
won the Debutante and the Pollyanna Stakes; and 
Mark-Ye-Well has won the American Derby, the 
Arlington Classic, and the Clang Handicap. 

The pedigree and family particulars for Tom

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CCASIONALLY, if they show sufficient promise, 
2-year-olds are put by early, sometimes in Sep- 
tember, so they may race in the classics at three. 
There were several examples of that among the 2- 
year-olds of 1951. Cousin and Primate were given 
their last races as 2-year-olds in the Futurity Stakes 
at Belmont Park on October 6. Tom Fool made only 
one start after winning the Futurity, when he won 
the East View Stakes on October 24. These colts, 
with Hill Gail, were rated among the top half-dozen 
2-year-olds of 1951. Hill Gail was taken to California 
after the Futurity and although he was winter-raced, 
he did not start for three months, until January 5, 
when he raced at six furlongs, and was prepared, by 
workouts and races at gradually increasing dis- 
tances, for the Santa Anita Derby of February 23. 
which he won. Later he won the Kentucky Derby. 
Primate was trained during the winter at Hialeah 
Park. Cousin was winter-trained in California. Tom 
Fool got his winter rest period and preparation for 
spring racing at Aiken, S. C. Tom Fool, Primate, 
and Cousin made their first starts of 1952 in New 
York on April 7, racing in top form at six furlongs. 


A 3-year-old being prepared for the classics 
(Kentucky Derby, Preakness, Belmont Stakes) 
should be well seasoned by long, slow gallops if he 
was not raced during the winter. This preparation 
should continue until the first or the middle of 
February, when the horse should start off with 
several slow breezes at two and three furlongs. His 
work continues at a slow pace until he goes six 
furlongs in 1:22 to 1:25, when it is well to go back 
to one of the shorter distances, possibly four fur- 
longs, which will be breezed in 51 or 52 seconds. 
He then should be ready for a half in 50 seconds.

From there he can be stretched out to six furlongs 
in 1:20. Then he will go back to three furlongs in 
3514 or 36 seconds. This will be followed by slow 
moves up to six furlongs in 1:18. Now the horse 
should be ready for a fairly sharp five furlongs, in 
about 1:01 or a little faster, depending on the track. 
His next move could be seven furlongs in 1:32. After 
this he would be ready to go a sharp four furlongs, 
in company, from the starting gate. This amount of 
— would require a total of some six or seven 
weeks. 


The idea is to never give a horse a speedy work 
until you are sure that he has had a proper founda- 
tion of slow work to make him physically fit for 
the faster move. A very fast move by an unfit horse 
will sometimes put him off his feed and completely 
knock him out physically for quite a while. 

After the long, slow preparation referred to, 
the horse should be up to starting in a six-furlong 
race. Following this he can be breezed several slow 
miles and possibly be started in the Experimental 
Free Handicap No. 2, at 1 1/16 miles, or in a con- 
dition race prior to the 114-mile Wood Memorial. If 
he has been sent to Kentucky, he may start in the 
114-mile Blue Grass Stakes at Keeneland. 


If you are going to start a horse in the Ken- 
tucky Derby it is a good idea to have him down there 
in time to get a good work about a week before 
the race. If you think he would do better for hav- 
ing a race over the Churchill Downs track, he should 
get there in time for a little breeze or blowout be- 
fore the one-mile Derby Trial, and get his track 
feeler in that race. 

Horses that race in the Derby and start right 

(Copyright, 1952, by THE BLoop-HorseE) 
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pack in the Preakness generally get one useful move 
over the Pimlico track, a few days before the race. 
Following the Derby and the Preakness, the third of 
the classics for 3-year-olds is the 114-mile Belmont 
Stakes. If you want to give your horse a race over 
the Belmont track there are several prep races he 
can run in, for example the Withers Stakes, at a 
mile, and the Peter Pan Handicap, at 11% miles. 

All in all, a 3-year-old is pretty busy, competing 
for such a succession of golden prizes. In preparing 
a horse for such a series of races, a trainer must 
know his horse. He must know how much he can 
stand, and how much work he requires. A few oats 
left in the feed box at dinner time will tell a 
trainer that the program is a little too strenuous 
and that he had better miss an engagement or at 
least ease up a bit on the work. 


On the other hand, if a horse eats gluttonously, 
stops a little in his work, and blows hard after each 
work, the trainer can be sure that this fellow’s 
training and racing program is not hurting him. 
Possibly increased work should be considered in 
such a case. 

As for training a horse for a long race, the real 
distance races come in the autumn. It is not neces- 
sary to give a horse a trial over the full distance 
of a coming race. A mile and a half is far enough 
to work a horse for any of the present-day distance 
races. We have learned recently that a sharp, speedy 
move close to a race is better for a horse than a 
long, hard work. I observed years ago that Gwyn 
Tompkins, one of the best trainers of steeplechasers 
I ever knew, worked some of his horses a speedy 
half-mile the day before they were to compete in a 
jumping event of from 2 to 214 miles. I saw Weld- 
ship win several top races when trained in this 
fashion. He was a big, stout, heavy horse and would 
never go fast over a long distance in his training. A 
sharp half-mile, generally in 48 seconds, the day 
before a race would put him on edge and he would 
win his race, going to the front immediately and 
sticking it out after making the pace for the entire 
distance. 

A horse of Weldship’s type might require a 
similar fast move the day before a race even 
though he might be prepping for a shorter flat 
race. All these things should be thought out by the 
trainer, who should study his horses carefully. He 
soon learns the ones that require a stiff work be- 
fore a race and those who would be knocked out by 
such a work and, as they express it on the Turf, 
“leave his race on the track.” 

Geldings almost invariably require less work 
than stallions. This applies more especially after 
they are 2-year-olds. A great many fillies race well 
off light training, but occasionally one finds a filly 
who is an exceptionally good feeder and who ap- 
pears quite masculine in every way. Such a filly 
may require and take as much or more fast work 
than a sturdy colt. 

Here is the course of preparation undergone 
by Bold, who won the 1951 Preakness for the 
Brookmeade Stable. Bold was troubled with splints, 
bucked shins, and sore feet, and moreover was a 
difficult colt to restrain in his works. However, he 
had exceptional speed, as some of the workouts in- 
dicate. He usually was walked the day after a 
work, then was galloped until the next workout. 
Up to January 1 he had received a course of long 
gallops and slow breezes.

Through the courtesy of my friend Max Hirsch, 
one of the top trainers of today, the works on the 
King Ranch’s Assault have been made available for 
1946, the year he won the American Triple Crown. 
It will be noted that Bold and Assault were trained 
differently, according to their individual needs. As- 
sault’s program was directed toward fitting him for 
the stress of a long campaign, with emphasis on 
speed during the latter part of a race. The son of 
Bold Venture—Igual, by Equipoise, earned $424,195 
in 1946, when he was a 3-year-old, which at the time 
was a record for a single year. This was accomp- 
lished despite an illness during the summer which 
interrupted his training and racing. 


ASSAULT 


Assault was galloped all winter at Columbia, 
S. C., and was turned out each afternoon, weather 
permitting. He began slow breezes toward the end 


of January. Between works he was walked or gal. 
loped, according to what his trainer considered 
necessary.

The Rocky Mountain Handicap was the richest 
of three consecutive stakes races won by J. K. 
Houssels’ Lefty James during the summer meeting 
at the Centennial Race Track in Colorado. His 
other two stakes victories at that track were in 
the Centennial Derby and the Colorado Mile. 

Bred by L. J. Montgomery, of California, Lefty 
James is closely related to the stakes-winning Bull- 
reigh Jr. They are by the same sire, Bull Reigh, 
and Lefty James’ dam, Paula’s Lulu, is a half sister 
to Bullreigh Jr. Bull Reigh, which has a total of 
six stakes winners, died in 1949 in California. 

Lefty James has done all of his racing for Mr. 
Houssels, of Las Vegas, Nev. As a 2-year-old of 
1951, he won only one of nine starts. In nine starts 
at three he has won five races and placed second 
twice, 

Going to the front soon after the start of the 
Rocky Mountain Handicap, Lefty James led to the 
stretch. After giving way for a short time he came 
on again to head Hard Toab at the wire. Closing 
from far back in the field, Hard Toab finished a 
neck in front of Free Soul, which had followed 
close on Lefty James’ pace through most of the 
race. Lefty James was receiving two pounds from 
Hard Toab and three pounds from Free Soul, but 


was giving weight by the scale to both of the 
older horses.

For Battlefield, which won more money at two 
than any other colt had ever accounted for at that 
age and was weighted second to Counterpoint on 
the Blood-Horse Handicap for 3-year-olds of 1951, 
the 1952 season has been somewhat of a disap- 
pointment. Until this year, the son of War Relic 
had not been out of the money in any of his starts, 
but in 1952 he has gone unplaced in four of his 
seven starts prior to the running of Belmont Park’s 
New York Handicap; his only stakes placing had 
been a third in the Metropolitan Handicap. In 
spite of this he went to the post for the New York 
Handicap as second choice in the betting to To 
Market, and repaid his backers with a display of 
his old form. 

After giving up the lead to Bryan G. in the early 
stages of the race, which was run over a_ track 
sloppy from earlier rains, General Staff returned 
to the front on the curve and was almost imme- 
diately challenged by Battlefield. Giving five pounds 
to General Staff, Battlefield responded to strong 
handling by Eddie Arcaro and got up to win by 
a head after never being further back than third. 

This was the second consecutive win in this event 
for Jockey Arearo, who has been on the winners 
of both runnings of the New York Handicap at its 
shortened distance of 14% miles: he rode Hill 
Prince in the 1951 running. He won the race on 
*Rico Monte in 1947 at the race’s former distance 
of 2% miles. 

Foaled May 8, 1948. at John A. Bell IDPs Jona- 
beli Stables near Lexington, Battlefield was sold 
by that stable at the Saratoga Sales of 1949. He 
was purchased for $4,500 by Trainer W. F. Mul- 
holland, acting in the interest of George D. Widen- 
er, who rarely acquires yearlings from the auctions 
for his racing stable. The colt was bought because 
most of Mr. Widener’s homebred foals that season 
were fillies. 

As a 2-year-old of 1950, Battlefield won the Hia- 
leah Juvenile (first division), the Youthful (sec- 
ond division), the Tremont, the Sapling, the Hope- 
ful, and the Futurity Stakes, and the Saratoga 
Special. He also placed second in the Juvenile and 
the Great American Stakes, and ran third in the 
East View Stakes. With this record and earnings 
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of $198.677, he was weighted at 124 pounds in the 
Experimental Free Handicap, two pounds lower than 
the top-weighted Uncle Miltie. 

After a comparatively slow start at three he 
won the Withers, the Shevlin, the Dwyer. the 
Choice. and the Travers Stakes. With seconds in 
the Swift and the Belmont Stakes. the Arlington 
Classic. and the Peter Pan and the Discovery 
Handicaps. his earnings for the year added up to 
$153.300. 

Dark Display, dam of Battlefield, had a yearling 
filly by Sun Again in this summer’s Saratoga Sales. 
E. P. Taylor paid $8,500 to get the filly from 
the consignment of Jonabell Stables and R. S. 
Clark. Dark Display foaled a bay filly by War 
Relie on April 3 and was bred to Eight Thirty. 

Battlefield, inbred to Fair Play. is a son of War 
Relic. which shows inbreeding to both *Rock Sand 
and *Fairy Gold. Intent is the other 1952. stakes 
winner sired by War Relic, which is owned by 
the Estate of Samuel D. Riddle and stands at 
Faraway Farm, Lexington. War Relic has a total 
of five stakes winners.

Racing within striking distance of the leaders 
throughout the early part of the Charles W. Bid- 
will Memorial Handicap, Oil Capitol went to the 
outside on the last turn to take the lead. Ridden 
out in the stretch to beat his fast-closing running- 
mate, Ruhe, Oil Capitol won by a half-length. Dr. 
Ole Nelson, which had made his move to the front 
with Oil Capitol, was passed by Ruhe in the drive 
to the wire and finished third. 

Mr. and Mrs. A, E. Reuben’s Hasty House Farm, 
owner of Ruhe and co-owner (along with Mrs. 
Harry Trotsek) of Oil Capitol, had won the Charles 
W. Bidwill Memorial in 1950 with Seaward. 

At the recent Saratoga Sales, a full brother to 
Oil Capitol was sold by Kentmere Farm to William 


du Pont Jr. for $21,000. Oil Capitol’s pedigree and 
family notes were published in THe Brioop-Horse 
of March 15, page 574.

Jockey Conn McCreary, noted for his come-from- 
behind races, went to the front on Is Proud at the 
start of Belmont Park’s Matron Stakes and 
stayed there to the end. The time of 1:09 made it 
the fastest Matron Stakes that has been run over 
the Widener Course. Prior to 1926 the race had 
been staged on various other tracks. 

With Is Proud winning by a three-length margin, 
the rest of the race was between Aerolite, which 
had been one of those closest to the leader from the 
first, and the fast-closing Grecian Queen. Aerolite 
was second by a neck, and Grecian Queen finished 
two lengths in front of the favored Hula, which 
reportedly was having trouble with her left front 
knee. 

Prior to the Matron Stakes, Is Proud had won 
two of her four races and placed second in the 
other two.

And, also like the FBI, it has been the 
experience of TRPB investigators, most 
of them alumni of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, that the majority of these 
rumors are baseless. “Or else.” says Spen- 
cer J. Drayton, head of the TRPB. “they 
have their basis in the gullibility of those 
who are victimized by touts. 


“Our most frequent complaint is of the 
inconsistency of horses.” Drayton explains. 
“They say that it is difference of opinion 
that makes horse racing. but this so-called 
inconsistency is also an important ingre- 
dient. What is labeled inconsistency is 
merely the fallibility of flesh and blood; 
it happens every day. When the Detroit 
Tigers climb up temporarily from the cel- 
lar to trounce the New York Yankees, 
there’s no thought of scandal. but when the 


equine equivalent of the Yankees is beaten 
there are invariably a lot of lifted eye- 
brows. 


“A look at sports records over the years 
proves conclusively that no one man—no 
one group of men—yes, and even no one 
animal—has a permanent monopoly on 
physical class. We all have our ups and 
downs, and Thoroughbreds are no excep- 
tion. 

“There are some 20,000 horses racing in 
the United States.” Drayton points out. 
“They can’t all be champions, and even 
the champions are beaten on occasion. 
Right now we have an unbeaten 2-year-old 
champion in Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s colt, 
Native Dancer. If he can complete his 
season undefeated, he'll be only the 14th 
unbeaten 2-year-old champion in the past 
82 years.” 
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WHY STEEPLECHASING? 


For One Thing, It Enforces Upon Trainers 
the Patience and Thoroughness That Should 
Be a Model for Conditioning Flat Racers

While watching the racing at Saratoga 
I began to wonder about the scarcity of 
horses that can carry their speed over a 
distance of ground. I imagine that the two- 
dollar bettor doesn’t much care whether a 
horse goes six or sixteen furlongs as long 
as he gets action for his two bucks. From 
a sporting angle there is certainly some- 
thing missing from a racing card where the 
longest contest is a mile. There was a 
number called the Test Stakes, at seven 
furlongs. Just what seven furlongs would 
be testing in the middle of August escapes 
me. | suppose it is a test to see if the shoes 
are on tight enough for a real race. 

As Tea-Maker was being saddled in the 
paddock. I was amazed that quite a num- 
ber of people regarded him as some sort 
of a freak. To my way of thinking the old 
boy is just as normal as can be. Given the 
same chance to develop and the same slow 
conditioning over jumps to develop the 
back, loins, and quarters, there are scads 
of horses that would come along the same 
as Tea-Maker has. It was fortunate that 
he belonged to Mr. Clark, who had_ pa- 
tience enough to persevere with him. Any 
number of rear-end wobblers and _ stifle 
jerkers would benefit from the same treat- 
ment. 

Tea-Maker is a fit horse and consequent- 
ly is capable of doing a day’s work. with- 
out coming apart at the seams. It is too 
bad that more of the ‘chaser owners do 
not realize what they have in the way of 
fit horses. Why don’t they sharpen up 
some of their top horses and pick up some 
of the easy money that is going to any 
horse that can get around the track one 
and a quarter times, all in one piece. 

In recent years there has been a tend- 
ency among sports writers to take a poke 
at the jumpers on any and all occasions. 
I can’t see this attitude at all, as there is 
a definite need for the tests through the 
field. If more owners can be brought to 
the realization that the rigorous condition- 
ing required of a “chaser is just what is 
needed to save a great many of the hurry- 
home-to-the-oat-bin horses. there would be 
no dearth of entries in the jumping races. 

There are enough trainers that started 
out in the hunting field and cross-country 
racing that must know that high weight 
and léng works will not break a horse 
down. On the contrary. a horse that is dead 
fit will stand anything asked for it. It is 


my contention that practically all tendon 
trouble is the direct result of asking horses 
to do something for which they are not fit. 
It is self evident to anyone only faintly 
familiar with muscle function that a horse 
must be fit before it is asked for extreme 
exertion of any kind. be it sprinting five 
furlongs or going four and a half miles 
over the Aintree course. The cardinal sin 
against most horses is that they are con- 
ditioned at, or near, top speed. so that 
wear sets in before the horse is fit. 

There has grown up a widespread su- 
perstition that jogging and slow work 
dull a horse’s speed. How this fallacy got 
going is beyond my comprehension. At 
the trot no one leg supports or propels 
the weight at one time, so it is a much 
safer gait to condition a horse than the 
gallop. The weight of the rider is well 
back off the forehand at the trot. and this 
is a big factor in saving the front tendons. 
The exaggerated forward seat of the race 
jockeys is a prime cause of tendon dis- 
tress, since it moves the center of gravity 
of the horse too far forward and has the 
effect of galloping downhill. The modified 
seat of the steeplechase jock does not have 
this effect. This is why many horses would 
be toughened by a rigorous schooling 
through the field. 

People who know about such things tell 
me that track managers don’t like the 
jumpers because it lowers the daily 
handle. This is probably due to the ignor- 
ance of the betting public, as the jumpers 
run closer to form than do the flat racers. 
This is certainly a question that the sta- 
tistical wizards can settle. It seems to me 
that too much time and money is spent 
nursing the two-dollar bettor when he 
should be made to take better care of him- 
self. I was seated among a group of them 
recently and they could not locate the 
starting gate for each race. After pointing 
out the various starting points. and trying 
to explain that the Wilson Mile eliminated 
one turn in a mile race and thus was differ- 
ent from most mile races. I gave up and 
asked them if they knew the difference be- 
tween six furlongs and a mile. “No. they 
are all just numbers to us.” These char- 
acters had handfuls of ten- and fifty-dollar 
tickets. so I guess their opinions count 
where they weigh the most—at the win- 
dows. 

As I see it. the main thing that will 
return the jumpers to their rightful place 
will be for some of the more enterprising 
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owners to follow the example of *Azucar 
and Tea-Maker and go out and pick up 
some stakes on the flat. I would hazard a 
guess that some of the cup races that are 
coming up in the fall would be duck soup 
for some of the ‘chasers. At least they 
would not be fearful that the mile-and-a- 
quarter pole would jump out and chop off 
their tendons. Horses have fallen into the 
run of over-specialization. A good horse is 
a good horse no matter where you find him.

C. C. Cook has been making for approxi- 
mately a half-century, and finding some in- 
teresting things. Mr. Cook insists that the 
best horse photograph he ever made was 
one showing *Sun Briar working with 
Exterminator, all eight legs off the ground. 
It’s good, but I don’t know. 

I came up on one showing three horses 
going to a finish line. The first horse is as 
clear as an etching, and the third is clear 
too. The middle one has a little blur. It 
could hardly be a question of focus: in 
fact his legs are sharply defined. All I 
can figure out. after studying it carefully, 
is that the second horse was moving so 
much faster than the first and third that 
the shutter which “stopped” them failed to 
stop him. It was Man o° War closing on 
Upset in the Sanford Stakes of 1919. 


GIMCRACK STAKES 


Members of England’s ancient Gimcrack 
Club will have a chance this year to learn 
some of the opinions of J. S. Gerber, a 
South African engineer. now living in 
England. 

Bebe Grande, a 2-year-old filly which 
carries his colors and is owned in partner- 
ship with Col. Jack Scott, another South 
African sportsman, won the six-furlong 
Gimcrack Stakes at York, running in front 
virtually all the way and finishing a length 
and a half ahead of the hitherto unbeaten 
Whistler, a colt by Panorama—Farthing 
Damages owned by the Maharanee Seeta 
Devi Gaekwar of Baroda.

Bebe Grande, thus far the best 2-year- 
old in England, is a daughter of Niccolo 
dell’ Arca—Grande Corniche, by Panorama. 


THE PIMLICO FUTURITY 


One hundred and fifty 2-year-olds re- 
mained eligible to the Pimlico Futurity 
through the payment of July 15, the track 
has announced. Since the original closing 
of nominations in December. 1949, a total 
of $40.780 has been paid in eligibility 
fees. The track will add $25,000 to the 
purse in the 1,';-mile race. which will be 
run on November 1. 


AK-SAR-BEN ACTIVITIES 


One of the race tracks most closely 
identified with the affairs of the community 
in which it lies is the Ak-Sar-Ben course 
at Omaha, Neb., operated by the Knights 
of Ak-Sar-Ben.

partment at a cost of more than $50,000. 
The iron lungs cost approximately $5,000. 
Last April, when the Missouri river was 
at flood. the track spent more than $5,000 
for relief purposes and provided machinery 
and manpower to help control the waters. 


PRICES PADDED, SAYS PAUL 


“The Del Mar sales weren't exactly what 
they appeared in print. particularly on 
the first night.” Paul Lowry reported in 
the Los Angeles Times. “The average of 
$5,392 for 45 head was attained largely by 
padding. Horses that brought the big 
figures didn’t go to legitimate buyers by 
and large. They were bid back by agents 
for the consignors. 

“This is an old-fashioned custom that is 
followed all over, including Kentucky, but 
it certainly doesn’t build up public con- 
fidence in auctions when an honest pur- 
chaser discovers he is bidding against 
agents whose only interest is to nudge the 
price. That may have been one of the rea- 
sons why the bottom dropped out of the 
market the last two nights.” 


RICHARDS INVITED 


John D. Schapiro, president of Laurel 
Park, has invited Gordon Richards, Eng- 
land’s champion jockey. to ride at the 
Maryland track this fall. Richards re- 
portedly has said: “Should a race be ar- 
ranged, say, for the English Derby win- 
ner to meet any American horses. and I 
were asked to ride, I should be glad to 
do so.” It is understood that George 
Rolls’ Zucchero, which is considered a 
likely starter in Laurel's international 
race this fall, will be ridden by the 16- 
year-old English jockey Lester Piggott. 


FIRST HORSE RACE 


While there may have been impromptu 
matches at an earlier date, the first organ- 


ized horse race appears to have been 
scheduled at the 23rd Olympiad at Athens 
in 660 B. C. Harness racing came along 
eight years later, when chariot racing was 


introduced at the 25th Olympiad.—TRA. 


BOUSSAC’S NEW RIDER 


Much of the post-war success of Mar- 
cel Boussac’s stable in France and Eng. 
land has been shared by W. R. Johnstone, 
an ice-blooded veteran who has become 
one of Europe’s great “money riders.” 
Repeated rumors that the association was 
about to end, repeatedly denied, now have 
been confirmed. Count Francois de Brignac, 
manager for Mr. Boussac. released the 
following statement to the press: 

“M. Boussac has made the following 
arrangements in regard to jockeys for his 
horses in 1953: 

“Jacques Doyasbere will ride, both in 
France and in England, horses trained 
by C. Semblat; Charlie Elliott will ride, 
both in France and in England, horses 
trained by J. H. Glynn. 

“Tt has been agreed between M. Bous- 
sac and Johnstone that the latter is now 
free to choose his principal mounts.” 

At the Deauville meeting Doyasbere 
rode Arbele to victory in the Prix Jac- 
ques Le Marois; it was the first time 
he had ridden for the Boussac stable since 
1947. Johnstone reported that he had no 
plans for next year. 


MR. TUCK, BOB’S DREAM 


R. S. Handley. of Black Walnut Farm, 
Melrose. Texas. has bought the 6-year-old 
stallion Mr. Tuck (*Sir Gallahad Il—

Yatasto Again 
In Top Form 


Reported lame after having suffered the 
first defeat of his career in the internation- 
al Grande Premio Sao Paolo at the Cidade 
Jardim course in Brazil last May, Yatasto 
returned to the races in the Clasico Chaca- 
buco at Palermo, Buenos Aires, late in 
July. Five good runners came out against 
him in the 3.000-meter test of speed and 
stamina, and Pretexto. winner of the 
Otono. General Belgrano, San Ysidro, and 
Vicente L. Casares classics. was backed 
almost as solidly as Yatasto himself. 

Yatasto ran one of the most brilliant 
races of his career. Ridden by the veteran 
Ireneo Leguisamo, he made all the pace, 
stood off repeated challenges from Pretex- 
to. and at the end drew away still farther 
to win by about 15 lengths. Pretexto, worn 
down by his futile chase. dropped back to 
finish fourth. Away was second, Again 
third. Trailing the field were Mironton 
and Egipto. 

The son of Selim Hassan—Yucea ran 
the 3.000 meters (nearly 1% miles) over 
a heavy track in 3:0675. 


The Polla de Potrancas. Argentina’s 
equivalent of the One Thousand Guineas. 
was postponed because of the suspension 
of racing after the death of Mrs. Eva 
Peron. wife of the president. On August 
15. the day racing recommenced at Pal- 
ermo. the classic was run. with a field of 
12 3-year-old fillies. The strong favorite 
was Devouee, a daughter of Seductor (Full 
Sail) which had scored an easy victory in 
the Clasico General Campos. She was 
soundly beaten. by about 244 lengths, by 
Satanica, which had set the early pace 
and regained the lead in the final stretch. 

Bred and owned by Messrs. Fernandez 
Guerrico (Palermo Stable). Satanica is 
one of the first crop of foals by the Eng- 
lish-bred Gulf Stream (by Hyperion out 
of *Heliopolis’ half sister Tide-way. by 
Fairway). and is out of an English-bred 
mare. Strathelyde. by Colombo out of Miss 
Dewar. by Winalot. 

The Polla de Potrillos (Two Thousand 
Guineas) was run two days later on a 
heavy track. The favorite. Make Merry 
(by Embrujo). was beaten into second 
place by El Potrero Stable’s Buscapie. 
which took the lead in the stretch and 
held on to win by half a length. Third 
was El Faro, which, like the winner, is a 
son of Full Sail. 

Buscapie, like Satanica, was bred at the 
Haras Argentina. He is by Full Sail 
(Fairway—Fancy Free. by *Stefan the 
Great) out of Banshee, by Badruddin out 


of Sissy. by Silurian out of Sister Jose- 
phine, by Friar Marcus. 


Grande Premio Brasil 


The Grande Premio Brasil, rich inter- 
national race run at Rio de Janeiro in 
August over a distance of 3.000 meters, 
with a value of a million cruzeiros (about 
$50.000) to the winner, resulted in an 
easy victory for Gualicho. which earlier 
in the year had won the equally valuable 
Grande Premio Sao Paulo—the race in 
which Yatasto suffered his first defeat. 

Second was Panther (Guatan—Nagoya). 
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which had raced in Arcentina under the 
name of Nativo. and third was the French- 
bred Fort Napoleon (Tourbillon—Roque- 
brune). The order of finish for the placed 
horses was precisely the same as in the 
Grande Premio Sao Paulo last May. 

Gualicho. bred in Argentine, is a son 
of The Druid (by *Bahram) out of Gol- 
conda, by Congreve.

won the St. Leger at Doncaster September 
13 in the easy fashion that was expected 
of him. Odds-on (10-to-11) choice of the 
huge crowd, he took the lead in the last 
quarter-mile and drew out to win by three 
lengths from the 66-to-1 outsider Kings- 
fold (Kingsway—War Romance). Marcel 
Boussac. whose runners had won the classic 
the last two years in succession, was third 
with Alcinus (Pharis—Tanis). another 
four lengths away in the field of 12. 

The Aga Khan’s colt had his backers 
worried for a while; he was so thoroughly 
pocketed that it appeared possible he 
might not get clear in time to challenge 
the pacemaking Alcinus successfully. But 
Charlie Smirke found room to get to the 
outside and the son of Tehran flicked past 
the leaders like a genuine champion. 

Kingsfold passed Alcinus in the last fur- 
long. Behind them came Bob Major. the 
Queen’s Gay Time. Summer Rain, Ker 
Ardan. Childe Harold, Castleton, Tobias. 
Bold Buccaneer. and Magnific. Time for 
the 1% miles and 132 yards was 3:0745. 

Unbeaten at three this year. Tulyar has 
won the Henry VIII. Ormonde, Derby 
Trial. Derby. Eclipse. King George and 
Queen Elizabeth. and St. Leger Stakes. 
He was the sixth winner of the St. Leger 
under the colors of the Aga Khan, and 
his sixteenth classic winner in England. 
The St. Leger was the principal victory 
of his sire, Tehran. 

The French colt Worden, owned by the 
American R. B. Strassburger, was with- 
drawn from the St. Leger a few hours 
before the race; the colt had suddenly 
gone lame, his trainer reported.

French Sales at Deauville 


Great efforts were made this year by all 
concerned—state vendors, and purchasers 
—to animate the traditional annual Deau- 
ville yearling sales. writes Godolphin Dar- 
ley from Paris. They were reduced to 
seven daily sessions lasting about an hour 
each and altogether 370 head passed 
through the ring of the beautiful flower- 
bedded “Establissement Cheri.” 

The result was the most interesting re- 
newal of the sales since the war, with a 
total of 144,015,000 frances for 170 num- 
bers sold, an average of 847.150 francs 
per head sold. The average is about 
$2.336, counting the frane at 0.2875 cents. 

Leading French sportsmen were keen 
bidders. So were several Italian stables.

Also, Col. Edmund Tattersall bought at 
least five youngsters for England. 

The highest price paid this season was 
5.000.000 frances ($13,375) for a yearling 
colt. named Antares, by Norseman out of 
a half-sister to Alycidon, The owner of 
Norseman, Mr. R. B. Strassburger. finally 
obtained the colt in association with his 
trainer. E. Charlier. 

A Bois Roussel colt made 4.000.000 
francs: a good-looking My Love went for 
3.750.000: a Tenerani fetched 3.000.000. 
An apparent bargain at 3,100,000 frances 
was a Souverain colt named Rip. half- 
brother to the filly Cabriole, second only 
a week earlier (by a neck) in the biggest 
2-year-old stakes of the Deauville meeting, 
the Prix Morny. 

The first session was exclusively for 
yearlings offered without a reserve price. 
All lots were well contested and the highest 
bid that day was for a colt by Bey. which 
brought 1,100,000 frances. 

Of the 170 yearlings that changed hands. 
97 were taken at auction and the other 
73 found buyers by private dealing. The 
private sales were made in the sales’ pad- 
docks as soon as the auctioneering ceased. 
All sales. by auction or “private.” were 
subject to the same commission and gov- 
ernment tax: the buyer paid five per cent 
on his bid and the vendor also gave 5 per 
cent on his sale. 


South Africa’s Durb-n Gold Cup. 
worth about $22,400. was won recently 
by the 7-year-old Irish-bred mare Exeter 
Chimes, which had been sent to the stud 
last year but failed to get in foal. Her 
time, 3:2045, broke the record for the 
two-mile course. Exeter Chimes is by De- 
vonian out of Ring the Bell. by Umidwar. 


The Rudolph Oetker-Rennen, an impor- 
tant early 2-year-old race in Germany 
(roughly equivalent to France’s Prix 
Robert Papin) was won by the filly 
Maruschka, daughter of Gundomar and 
Maske, with the colts Rittersporn and 
Don Juan second and third. 


The 4-year-old Medway (Orthodox— 
Millstream, by Mieuxce). winner of the 
Queen Alexandra Stakes at the Royal As- 
co! meeting, recently won the 25<-mile 
Goodwood Cup, with Eastern Emperor sec- 
ond, and the Italian horse Granet third. 


Tre Gold Cup winner Aquino ran off the 
course. 


Gcy Time, which ranks second to Tulyar 
among the current 3-year-olds in England, 
hes been bought by the National Stud as 
a prospective stallion, and for the re- 
mainder of his racing will be leased to the 
Queen. 


The five-furlong Prix Yacowlef at Deau- 
ville, one of the preliminary trials for 
France’s better 2-year-olds, was won by 
Beron Guy de Rothschild’s Eugene, broth- 
er to Lamirault, by Brantome out of 
Lamie, by Dastur. 


THINGS & PEOPLE 


@ Marcer Boussac and his business or- 
ganization in France are the subject of 
a report in the September issue of Fortune. 
The author is Joon McDonatp, for whom 
M. Boussac was doubly interesting be- 
cause of his success in racing as well as 
in business. “During the racing season,” 
McDonald reports, “Boussac will start a 
day at 5:00 or 6:00 a. m. with his horses 
at Chantilly near Paris. After the work- 
outs comes a breakfast conference with 
his racing managers and trainers. He 
makes all necessary decisions, including 
the detailed strategy to be pursued by 
his jockeys. He continues work on the 
way to Paris by automobile. At 11:00 
he will be at his office. . .. He lunches at 
his desk and works until 8:00 or 9:00 
p. m.” With reference to the sale of horses 
from his stud and stable. McDonald says: 
“By a quirk of historv Boussac’s sales of 
horses abroad since 1947 have provided 
$°.191.000 of exchange for the purchase 
of modern textile machinery—$1.991,000 
from the U. S. (mainly for stallions), $1,- 
200.000 from the sterling area.” 


@AntHony DeSpiritro, who began 
riding at Sunshine Park last winter, now 
has become the country’s leading jockey 
in point of number of winners this year. 
At Rockingham Park August 12 he rode 
five winners. He is the “hottest” rider in 
the country just now, frequently getting 
three or more winners a day. 


@Dr. Roserto A. VieitEs, of Havana, 
Cuba. for some years has amused himself 
in spare moments hv compiling extended 
pedigrees of prominent Thoroughbreds, 
with the result that his friends have talked 
him into publishing a book. It will be 
principally concerned with the fillies 
which won and placed in the One Thous- 
and Guineas and Oaks in England and 
the equivalent races in Ireland and France. 
Part II will give: “The pedigree. racing 
record, and produce record of every filly 
that ran first, second or third in the Eng- 
lish, Irish and French Oaks, and One 
Thousand Guineas, since 1940 to this date, 
as well as the racing and produce record 
of their sires and dams.” Dr. Vieites, a 
lawyer and breeder and owner of Thor- 
oughbreds, estimates that the book will 
run about four hundred pages. 


@Dr. J. P. Near, native of Jessamine 
county. Kentucky. but a resident of El 
Reno. Okla.. for many years. was in Ken- 
tucky recently to see his broodmare. Post 
Luck. The mare is quartered on the farm 
of his brother. W. M. Near, Nicholasville. 
Ky. A daughter of *Polymelian. she has 
produced two foals for Dr. Neal and both 
—Blue Post and Lucky Post—have won 
for him at Omaha and Denver. He reported 
the mare now is in foal to *Nizami. 
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@The Chicago firn of W. C. Cox and 
Company recently asked THE Btoop- 
Horse for the date of the death of JoHn 
SPELLMAN, one of the prominent jockeys 
of the last century, who flourished in the 
1880's. Office files failed to produce the 
information and the request was referred 
to James M. Homes, of Jamaica, N. Y., 
who has a prodigious memory of old-time 
horses and horsemen. Mr. Holmes remem- 
bered that Mrs. Spellman ran a boarding- 
kitchen at Gravesend around 1905 and 
that her husband had died before then; 
also that he had a son on the New York 
police force. Does any reader know when 
John Spellman died? 


@Possibly the only Thoroughbred for 
which a hunting knife was once a standard 
part of his training equipment is Ocean 
Mist, a 5-year-old gelding by Ocean Wave 
—Gatty. by Jamestown. A note from the 
Washington Jockey Club (Longacres) 
quotes his trainer, Jack MiIHatcik: “He 
was the cull of my stable. Only way I 
could get him on the track was to drag 
him with a pony. First time out he crawled 
under the pony and almost strangled to 
death. From then on I used a rope shank, 
outfitted the exercise boy with a long, 
sharp hunting knife. and instructed him 
to cut the rope any time the horse got 
in trouble. The knife saved his life more 
than once.” Bred by Davin Knox, of 
Georgetown, Ocean Mist was sold for 
$700 to the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency 
et Tattersalls auction in 1949 and later in 
his yearling year was sold at the Keene- 
land Fall Sales. going for $800 to the C 
and S Stable of Puri Carsten and JAMEs 
SEABECK. Having learned to behave, he 
has earned more than $17,000. 


@For years it has been accepted that 
the first brick house to be built in Ken- 
tucky was constructed near Crab Orchard 
in 1792. But C. Frank Dunn, Lexington 
historian who occasionally contributes to 
THE Btoop-Horsr, has determined that 
four brick houses near Lexington were 
built in 1788. All four are still standing, 
and two are used as main residences on 
horse farms: Manager OLIn GENTRY lives 
in one of them at Mr. and Mrs. Dan 
Rice’s Danada Farm, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Joe A. Goopwin live in one on their 
Paichen Wilkes Farm. 


@ Manuet Gonzares Baeza, who breeds 
Thoroughbreds at the Haras Mireya in 
Chile, has come to Lexington in the hope 
that he will be able to spend several weeks 
observing the practical operation of horse 
farms in central Kentucky. and perhaps 
working in some capacity to gain actual 
experience. Mr. Gonzales Baeza is not yet 
familiar with the English language but 
expects to learn it rapidly.

The inaugural running of the Billings Handicap 
at Hawthorne Park gave Andy B. W. the oppor- 
tunity to turn in a track record performance of 
1:0935 for the six furlongs. This was one-fifth see- 
ond faster than the former record set by Lady 
Libby in 1950. The event also provided the colt, 
which had been a $200 yearling, with $8.020 first 
money to bring his lifetime total to $68,720. Most 
of his previous winnings for the season came from 
a victory in the Edward J. Fleming Memorial 
Handicap and thirds in the Equipoise Mile and the 
Narcissus Handicaps. 

Andy B. W. took the lead at the start of the 
Billings Handicap and gradually increased his 
margir until he had more than four lengths be- 
tween him and the second horse at the end. 
Sickle’s Image. which had recently set seven- 
furlong track record at Washington Park, took 
second money by nosing out Unbridled, one of 
the horses which had been closest to Andy B. W.’s 
pace throughout the race. The son of Psychic Bid 
was giving Sickle’s Image seven pounds (two 
pounds with the sex allowance considered), and 
wes carrying ten pouads more than Unbridled. 

Andy B. W. is one of three stakes winners of 
1952 sired by Psychic Bid. which is standing at 
Mark Leechs Greenacres Stock Farm near Pontiac, 
Mich.

Aqueduet’s case-hardened bettors knew that In- 
vigorater had received five pounds from Bradley 
in the Babylon Handicap and had given him much 
more than a five-pound beating. But they still had 
a hard time believing it. When the Cowdin Stakes 
came up. with both colts carrying equal weights, 
they made Bradley the favorite and Invigorator 
a lukewarm second choice. 

The colt from the West repeated his Babylon 
performance to the letter, running past half the 
feld in the stretch and getting up just in time 
to head Reprimand, which had made all the pace. 
Bradley finished in the middle of the pack. 

With only one stakes placing (third the 
Prairie State) to his credit before he moved from 
Chicago to New York, Invigorator now has two 
stakes wins for two starts in the East.

made their Hasty House Farm stable prominent in 
recent years largely through purchases of horses 
with demonstrated stakes class. On September 13 
four of the horses recruited in this fashion ran 
faster than the track records, Seaward and Oil 
Capitol at Randall Park, Inseparable and Ruhe 
in the Chicago Handicap. Since he was the only 
winner among them, Inseparable was of course the 
only one to receive official credit for a new record. 
He took two-fifths of a second off the old mark for 
a mile on the turf at Hawthorne, and Ruhe finished 
only a tenth of a second behind him. 

Voleanic, winner of the Chicago Handicap in 
1949 and now a 7-year-old like Inseparable, carried 
top weight and the highest expectations of the 
crowd. The Hasty House entry was fourth choice 
in the well matched field. Inseparable held close to 
the pace and took the lead in the last furlong. 
Ruhe moved up powerfully to take second place 
after having run last in the nine-horse field for 
more than six furlongs of the mile distance. 

Inseparable returned to the winner’s enclosure 
bleeding from a cut on a fore leg. 

Foaled March 13, 1945, at Elmendorf Farm, Lex- 
ington, Inseparable was sold to Brookmeade Farm 
the following summer at Keeneland for $32.000. 
As a 2-year-old he more than repaid his purchase 
price, and us a 4-year-old he was sold privately to 
Hasty House Farm, under whose colors most of his 
big earnings have been gained. He has been a stakes 
winner in five of his six racing seasons, and even 
last year. when he failed to win an added-money 
fixture, he placed in five and added $28,430 to 
his earnings.
